HAPPENINGS OF THE PAST WEEK 


Current Event* Belated in Dispatches 
From Mfcny Correspondents In 
Various Parts of 
the West. 

An additional rural service will be 
I established at Sanger, Fresno county, 
on June 1st. 

Captain Richardson, Secretary of 
the Provincial Bureau of Mines of 
j British Columbia, died suddenly of 
heart failure in Victoria, B. O. 

The school census of Los Angeles 
just, completed shows a total of 44,214 
i children under 17 years of age, which 
gives the city an estimated population 
of 100,000. 

Eleven San Jose teachers, who were 
dropped from their positions in An 
gust, 1902, have brought suit against 
the city to recover salaries ranging 
' from 8400 to 8900 each. 

Captain Sheldon T. Porter, one of 
the pioneers of Montana, and reputed 
to be the original Grand Army of the 
Republic man of the Northwest, died 
! at his ranch near Horr, aged 77 years. 

Santa Rosa is arranging for a meet 
of the Pacific Coast Trotting Horse 
Breeders’ Association, to be held Au¬ 
gust 15th to 20th. The meeting will 
come between the races at Vallejo and 
the State Fair. 

For over two mouths the coopers at 
Cowell’s lime kilns in Santa Cruz 
have been out on a strike, but a com¬ 
promise has just, been made, and they 
return to work and receive 10 cents 
per barrel, an advance of 1 cent. 

The Tacoma, Wash., jobbers and 
manufacturers met last week and or¬ 
ganized a branch of the Northwest 
- Association, which will co-operate 
with the Pacific Coast Jobbers and 
Manufacturers’ Association, with 
headquarters at San Francisco. 

Advices were received at Portland 
from Washington, D. C., that a Port 
laud lumbering mill has been award¬ 
ed the contract by the Government 
for 4,475,000 feet of lumber to be used 
in the Philippines. The firm which 
j obtained the contract bid against thir 
teen other mills in Washington, Ore¬ 
gon and California. 

Mervin M. Merrill, a brakeman on 
the Elk creek logging road, near Uki 
ah, met with a fatal accident last 
j week. He was engaged iu coupling 
cars, and did not notice a log extend¬ 
ing beyond tho drawhead. He was 
I caught between the log and the car 
and crushed to death. Merrill’s rela¬ 
tives live in Oakland. 

i Aurelio Herrera of Bakersfield was 
given the decision over Louie Long of 
Oakland after twenty rounds of the 
flrecest fighting ever witnessed in 
Butte. Several times it appeared a 
knockout was imminent, hut each 
J time the Oakland lad came gamely 
j back at the Mexican, showing remark 
{able recuperative powers. 

After three trials the jury in the 
Steven Tartar case at Ukiah has 
! brought in a verdict of manslaughter, 
i Tartar killed a Russian Finn in a sa¬ 
loon at Hollow Tree about a year ago. 
He was arrested and tried, and tho 
jury, although all agreed as to his 
guilt, could not fix tho penalty. At 
the second trial the jury also dis¬ 
agreed. 

At a meeting of the Trustees of Ag¬ 
news State Asylum the hid of the 
Western Gas Construction Company 
to build a gas plant for 84890 was ac¬ 
cepted. Treasurer Montgomery re¬ 
ported 852,823 in the contingent fund. 
Plans for replumbing the hospital at 
a cost of 810,000 were approved. 
There are 1052 inmates, the largest 
number ever recorded. 

i At Victoria, B. C., the jury in the 
case of Wong On and Woug Gow, 
charged with the murder of Man 
Quong, manager of the Victoria Chi¬ 
nese Theater, in January last, found 
the prisoners guilty. They were sen¬ 
tenced to he hanged July 22d. The 
condemned men had four accomplices, 
who are suspected to be still iix Chi- 
uatown The murder was remarkable 
for its brutal atrocity. 

Ed Goepel, a Sacramento plumber, 
who is alleged to have committed sui- 


I cide iu San Diego, is in Sacramento, i 
alive and well. Goepel thinks that 
the San Diego suicide is W. J. Smith, I 
formerly plumbiug inpector of Sacra¬ 
mento. He has been absent for some j 
mouths, but was supposed to be iu 
Reno, Nev. Smith is between five! 
and six feet tall, slender, wore a light 
mustache, had brown hair and rather 
aquiline features. 

San Diego officers last week arrested j 
Leon Claranero, who is wanted in j 
Kern county on a charge of killing j 
Santiago Arrujo. Tho decapitated 
body of the latter was found at tho j 
Tehachapi railroad station one night 
Inst February, and subsequently the j 
head was found near by. When ar- | 
rested Claranero, who was working ou 
a ranch a few miles from San Diego, 
admitted his identity, but declined to 
talk about the crime. 

I 

J. D. Smith paid a tine of 840 in , 
Justice Atchinson’s Court in Santa 
Rosa rather than take the alternative j 
of spending forty days in jail. The 
fine was imposed because Smith so far 
| forgot himself as to allow his temper 
: to control him, and he struck Con¬ 
ductor A. L. Sinclair of tho Califor¬ 
nia Northwestern Railroad. Sinclair 
was badly beaten by Smith, the trou¬ 
ble occurring over a question as to 
whether a child of Smith’s should pay 
half fare or ride free on the conduc¬ 
tor’s train. 

Another attempt has been made to 
burn a school in Ukiah. Tho other 
night the Angle boys, who live near 
the grammar school, saw smoke issu- J 
ing therefrom, and on investigating 
found a pile of blazing papers and 
boxes piled up near the girls’ en- 
| trance. They extinguished the flames, 
but the building wass badly scorched. 
Two attempts have been made within j 
a few months to burn the High 
I School, but electric lights have been j 
placed around it, and the firebug evi- j 
dently thought an attempt on the i 
grammar school safer. 

An important transfer of real estate j 
was made last week when Henry Ox- j 
; nard purchased the Tapo rancho of 
11,000 acres. The land lies a few j 
miles southeast of Ventura. The pur¬ 
chase price was 875,000. The Tapo i 
rancho is one of the oldest ranchos iu j 
i Southern California. It was granted 
I to one of the old Mexican grandees ! 
by the Government of Mexico before 
California passed into the hands of 
| the Americans. The land was acquir- 
1 od by an American company. A part 
of the ranch will lie used for the cul¬ 
tivation of beets for tho Oxnard fac¬ 
tory. 

TEXAS A HAVEN FOR MURDERERS. 

Eastern Part of the State Is a Veritable 
Home of Assassins, 

Austin, Texas,—Captain W. J. Mc- 
i Donald, commander of a company of 
Texas rangers, who was sent to East¬ 
ern Texas five months ago to arrest a 
number of murderers, reports to Gov¬ 
ernor Lanliam that in Trinity county 
alone more than thirty murders have 
taken place within the last few years, 

1 none of the perpetrators of which was 
arrested or brought to justice. In 
most instances those crimes were 
cold-blooded assassinations and very 
few reached the knowledge of the gen¬ 
eral public. 

The work of McDonald and five 
; members of his company whom he 
took with him, extended over Trinity, 
Walker, Madison and Leon counties. 
They arrested fifteen men for murder. 
The accused men have all been in¬ 
dicted and are now in jail. 

McDonald lias lived among the 
roughest element of the frontier all 
his life. He has had many encoun¬ 
ters with bad men, but he says ho 
never saw such disregard for human 
life as exists among a large element 
of the citizens of that part, of Texas. 
He says there is enough work in run¬ 
ning down murderers in the section 
[ whole he has been to keep the whole 
i ranger force of the State busy for sev 
, eral months.

Operated the First Boat on Sacramento. 

Bakersfield.—Captain E. D. Wheat- 
ley, one of the earliest pioneers of 
California, died at his residence iu 
this city after a brief illness. Cap¬ 
tain Wheatley came to California dur 
ing the gold excitement and for a 
number of years operated the first ; 
steamboat ever run on the Sacramento 
river, from which fact he acquired his , 
title. Twenty-three years ago he 
moved to Kern county, where he has 
resided ever since. He was 82 years 
of age and leaves a widow and two 
grown sons.

The business section of La Follotte, 
Tennessee, was burned last week.

The Grand Jury at St. Louis has 
returned eight indictments against 
Sophie Weinzeiril, charging her with 
enticing young women from Germany I 
to this country for improper purposes. 
The woman, who has boeu twice ar¬ 
rested on the same charge, said when 
first taken into custody that the girls 
wore brought to this country by tier ; 
to serve as waitresses in a garden for I 
a World’s Fair concessionnaire. She 
now asserts that she had nothing to , 
do with bringing them to this couii- | 
try. 

At a cabinet meeting in Tokio it 
was decided to Hoat another popular | 
loan of 850,000,000 ut 05, redeemable 
in five years, with interest at 5 per 
cent, payment to be in ten install- j 
meats, commencing in June next. An 
imperial ordinance providing for the 
loan will be issued about May 20th.

FORBID DANCING IN THE COLLEGE 

The Trustees of a Sectarian Institution in 
Tacoma Stir Up Much Feeling. 


Tacoma.— Trustees of Whiteworth 
College, a sectarian institution locat¬ 
ed here, have decided that the young 
men and women studying for the min¬ 
istry and missionary work shall not 
go to dances while attending White- 
worth. The trustees took exception 
to the attendance of girl students at 
select dances in private homes or the 
dancing of the Virginia reel in the 
gymnasium ut the conclusion of the 
college festivities. Recently the trus¬ 
tees failed to re-elect President F. B. 
Gault, former president of the Idaho 
S'ate University. Two other mem 
tiers of the faculty were deposed. 

This action, especially in the case 
ol President Gault, caused intense 
feeling among tho students. A large 
number declared they would leave 
college even before commencement if 
President Gault was not promptly re 
instated. At u meeting of the ti ns 
tees Gault was re elected and the 
other members of tho faculty rein 
stated. A delegation of six young 
women students attended a meeting 
of the trustees, but were not admitted 
until informed of Gault's re-election. 
They departed happy. Gault’s re- 
election means that Whiteworth will 
be an absolutely Christian school of 
learning. 

OIL STRUCK IN A NEVADA TOWN 

Much Excitement Expected to Follow 
Lucky Strike. 

Reno, Nev.— Oil has been struck in 
the new town of Fallon in Churchill 
county. The strike promises to create 
excitement equal to that in Califor¬ 
nia. The strike was made on the 
property of I!. L. Douglas at a depth 
of forty feet. Tho oil sand stratum is 
quite thick. 

A man from Beaumont, Texas, says 
the indications are the finest in Hie 
world for the development of a great 
oil Hold, lie is concurred with hy an¬ 
other nmn at Fallon, who operated in 
the Kern county district for several 
years. A standard rig has been wired 
for and derricks will be put up. A 
few small strata of oil sand Imd pre¬ 
viously been encountered, but the 
borers did not know what they indi 
cated. 

Fallon is located at the point of the 
greatest depression in the State, and 
if the oil fields are there it will not 
require deep boring to develop the 
wells.

Margaret was the first to discover 
the blaze. Opening the door leading 
to the dining room she found the floor 
huil been burned away directly in 
front of t he door and that the joists 
which supported it were also burning. 
Trusting that the smoldering joists 
would bear her weight the girl sprang 
from one to the other of I hem until 
she hud crossed tho space eaten out 
by the flumes. 

Mrs. Minzer lias five children, but 
all of them escaped unaided with tho 
exception of Walter. Although the 
boy was heavy, Mrs. Minzer succeed¬ 
ed in carrying him out into the hall¬ 
way and down the stairs. Her cries 
for assistance were heard by the fire¬ 
men, and they discovered her helpless 
from exhuustion and smoke.

Filipino Students Visiting America 
Develop Strong Desire 
to Learn. 

FINDING LINES OF FUTURE WORK 


Most of Them Express a Desire to Become 
Teachers While Several Ask for 
Instruction in Other 
Branches. 


Washington. —The second quarterly 
report of Professor William Alexander 
Sutherland, in charge of the Filipino 
students in tho United States, has 
been received by the Bureau ot Insu¬ 
lar A Hairs of the War Department. 
Professor Sutherland speaks of the 
excellent health of the students who 
j spent their first winter in Southern 
California, and also of the satisfac¬ 
tory progress made in their school 
work. 

Tin' present plan is to collect the 
students at some suitable place after 
the school year is over and give them 
a special summer course along tho 
lines where special work is needed, 
and then, after a short visit !c : he St. 
Louis Fair, to place them in schools 
and colleges in the Central Stales, 
i The students, us far as they have 
expressed themselves, desire to pur¬ 
sue a variety of callings upon their 
return to their island homes. One- 
I quarter of them expect to become 
teachers. Some desire to be civil en¬ 
gineers, others desire to pursue a 
! commercial course, a few wish to stu¬ 
dy medicine, two are eager to enter 
the Naval Academy at Annapolis and 
then find employment in the coast* 
] wise service of the Philippines. 

A few desire to study scientific agri¬ 
culture and it is suggested that, they 
: ho placed in some Southern argicub 
| turn I college in order to secure prac¬ 
tical training in the cultivation of 
! rice, sugar and cotton, as well as ac¬ 
quaintance with modern agricultural 
| i list rumen ts. 

NEW ROUTE FOR SIBERIAN MAIL. 

Changes Are Made at Request of Russia 
to Avoid Capture. 

Washington.— Apparently to avoid 
the risk of Russian mail falling into 
tho enemy's hands tho Russian Gov¬ 
ernment, lias requested the United 
States to change tho route of all mails 
sent from or through this country for 
Manchuria and Siberia. In accord¬ 
ance with this notification the follow¬ 
ing general order, addressed to postal 
employes throughout the country, was 
issued hy the Postoffice Department: 

“Hereafter and until further orders 
mails destined for Siberia and Man¬ 
churia should be forwarded to New 
•j York, to be included iu mails for 
Russia made up at the New York 
office. ’ ’ 

The significance of this action lies 
in the fact that until now the mails 
for Siberia and Manchuria have been 
sent over the Siberian railway, going 
first to San Francisco and thence via 
Chinese or Japanese ports to a Sibe¬ 
rian railway point.

■eports (hat the commander of tile gun¬ 
boat Vicksburg had refused aid to the 
meu on the Russian battleship crippled 
at Chemulpo. Such an act would have 
been at variance with all American 
traditions. The facts were just what 
was expected, in this country, at least, 
that the American commander not only 
offered assistance, but was tile first 
to offer It ; and the Russian government 
lias formally expressed thanks for the 
act. 

An interesting fact in all great and 
riotous uprisings against law and prop 
ortj Is Unit women so often figure in 
them. This quality of leadership has 
existed from the time of Joan of Are 
to Mother Jones, and from Judith to 
Carrie Nation I here lias been no lack 
yf women to assume ilie initiative and 
undertake what men were reluctant to 
do Harriet Beecher Stone and Julia 
Ward Howe had ns large a part as 
that of many statesmen in beginning 
nud continuing our Civil War. It is 
Ibe coupling of a highly emotional na¬ 
ture with the deep sincerity of natures 
more steadfast that makes women so 
lovable and so dangerous. 

When Edwin Arnold gave the 
“Light of Asia" to the world a quarter 
of a century ago he rendered a ser 
vice, both great and unique, to the 
English speaking world. Through his 
combination of gifts, linguistic, poeti¬ 
cal, religious, tie brought the soul of 
tha Orient into touch, superficial no 
doubt, hut still into touch, with the 
•oulfi of myriads of men and women of 
the Occident. His gifts he used again 
for the Mfthoinmedan lands and for 
Japan as he had used them for India 
and Buddhism. It is difficult enough 
to enter Into the inner life of men of 
one’s own race. It la vastly more dif¬ 
ficult to comprehend the inner life of 
Other races, whose scales of values for 


all that man does and is and has dif¬ 
fer so widely from our own. And yet, 
as this world shrinks year by year, un¬ 
der man's expanding Intelligence, that 
sympathetic understanding of other 
races must be won. Without it con¬ 
tact can mean only conflict. With it 
alone is there hope for the solution of 
l lie many-shled problem of the races. 
Sir Edwin Arnold was a pioneer, a 
missionary of sympathy between dis¬ 
tant lands, a builder of peace. His ser¬ 
vices well deserve the remembrance 
of coming generations. 

Will the future historian be aware 
that the people who lived in the twen¬ 
tieth century could write Yes; he 
will find a few letters which the tooth 
of time lias not destroyed. There will 
be the court and probate record, tough 
and unfading, thanks to legal safe¬ 
guards; and the archeologist will un¬ 
earth blocks of granite and tablets of 
brass with letters cut upon them. 
There will be no doubt that those 
Americans possessed the art of writ-1 
ing; but the great libraries and the re¬ 
positories of newspapers and maga¬ 
zines, to which the historian will look 
for the Intimate and accurate picture 
of daily life, will contain little more 
than piles of dust, or volumes in which 
nothing is legible, and which crumble 
at n touch. This is the fear of the his¬ 
torian and the librarian of to-day. j 
They know that books and magazines, j 
as well as the daily papers, are now 
nearly all printed on paper made from 
wood-pulp, which is very perishable, i 
Fifteen years is the life allotted to it i 
by some observers, a period probably 
too short. From seventy-five to one! 
hundred years will doubtless render 
any wood-pulp book or newspaper il¬ 
legible, If not too fragile to handle, it 
is useless to hope for a return to rag 
paper. It is too expensive. No one 
can afford to use a material which 
costs 12 cents a pound when his com¬ 
petitors use one lor which they pay 
only 2 cents a pound. For this reason 
efforts have been made to induce pub¬ 
lishers of representative papers to 
print a limited edition on a more dura 
Me paper, for preservation; but then* 
are difficulties hard to explain to the 
layman, yet evident to those who are 
familiar with modern pri-sses; and so 
nothing has been done. The situation 
has its compensations. No one who 
picks up a modern newspaper and 
glances at the array of crimes, acci¬ 
dents and unsavory gossip which Is 
displayed under “scareheads” can fail 
to see one of them .Another lies In 
the possibility of being able still to 
purchase good linen paper for corre¬ 
spondence or a diary. Those who sym 
pathlze deeply with the future histo¬ 
rian must cultlvnjp? the lost art of let- 
ter-writing, or walk in the footsteps 
of good old Pepys.

EXPENSES OF A PRINCE. 

I _ 

What It Costs Britain’s Royal Heir to 
Live. 

The popular Idea about a royal 
prince is that he Is an exalted person¬ 
age, with a magnificent income, says 
Hour Glass. There is, however, an¬ 
other aspect of the case, concerning 
which many people are in ignorance, 
namely, tlie enormous expenditure in¬ 
variably connected with a princely es¬ 
tablishment. The following authentic 
details as to what it costs tlie Prince 
of Wales to live may, therefore, prove 
instructive to the general reader. It is 
not generally known that there are 
about eighty servants employed in the 
prince’s household, and the wages of 
these people aggregate not less than 
£40 a week. Out of this sum the 
royal chef receives £200 a year, the 
butler a similar amount, and two of 
the stewards £150 apiece, in addition 
to special perquisites. Then there is 
the cost of provisions, electric light¬ 
ing and other domestic expenses, which 
involve a further outlay of at least 
£!i(X> a year. It is also essential that 
his royal highness should keep a good 
stable, and the maintenance of thirty 
horses, carriages, grooms, coachmen 
and other attendants will readily ac¬ 
count for another £.'!00 of his Income. 

During the Loudon season, also, the 
king's eldest son is naturally expected 
to give a certain number of house par¬ 
ties. and it need scarcely be said that 
these entertainments must he in every¬ 
way consistent with tlie regal position 
of the distinguished host. In addition 
to these parties, tlie present prince, 
like his fnther, gives several royal 
balls every year, (lie total cost of 
which means a further serious Inroad 
in his income. Again, it is only reason¬ 
able to expect that his royal highness 
will be one of the best dressed gen¬ 
tlemen in the kingdom, and this de- 
sirable qualification is only attained 
by judicious expenditure. For ixn i- 
ple, it may lie stated that tile Prince 
of Wales generally dons a new suit 
of clothes twice a month and a now 
silk hat about the same period, lie 
never wears a pair of boots more than 
half a dozen times, and these are of 
superfine quality, at 2 guineas the pair. 
He rarely uses a pair of gloves for 
more than one occasion, and his hosiery 
and other clothing are sufficiently ver 
satile anil multitudinous in character 
to start a man in business. In all prob 
ability £1,500 a year would barely 
cover the princely expenses for cloth 
ing. But even this estimate does not 
meet the cost of those naval and mili¬ 
tary uniforms which the prince lias to 
purchase in order to appear in his va 
rious official capacities in connection 
with the Rrltish army and navy, and 
for these splendid garments, some of 
which cost £100 each, at least another 
£500 a year must be added to the ex¬ 
penditure. 

Another important item of expendi¬ 
ture is that represented by gratuities 
to servants when the prince and prin¬ 
cess become the temporary guests of 
other royal families, either at home or 
abroad. Take, for example, a visit 
to the Czar of all the Russlas, which, 
apart from traveling expenses, would 
mean at least £100 in royal tips among 
the countless servants of the Musco¬ 
vite monarch. It is not a matter of 
general knowledge that when the 


Prince of Wales was receiving his ed¬ 
ucation at Cambridge he was allowed 
an income of £3.000 a year. He was of 
a frugal disposition, and managed to 
maintain the dignity of his position 
without running into debt; on the con¬ 
trary, It is stated that he actually 
saved money out of his allowance. 

ANCHORING A SAND DUNE. 


Worthless Lands Along the Sea Coast 
Being Reelaimed. 

So much attention has been directed 
to the work that is being done in re¬ 
claiming the arid and semi-arid lands 
of the West that the reclamation work 
along the Atlantic coast is almost en¬ 
tirely overlooked, says the Philadelphia 
Record. The familiar sand dunes, 
characteristic of the coast from Cape 
Cod to Cape Fear, while perhaps ar¬ 
tistic, constitute a menace to adjacent 
cultivated lands and are useless in 
themselves. 

Massachusetts, at considerable ex¬ 
pense, has been endeavoring to re¬ 
claim tlie sand dunes that form so 
large a portion of the “province lands” 
on Cape Cod. It lias been found that 
sand is readily bound together by grass 
roots, and that if sturdy varieties of 
grass suitahie for sandy soils are plant¬ 
ed and cared for while obtaining a 
foothold and maturing, they will grad¬ 
ually cover large areas, transforming 
them from sliiftiug, worthless lands in¬ 
to fertile fields. Many years of for¬ 
estry work in Europe has shown that 
after tlie grasses have made a start 
trees can be successfully raised on 
these erstwhile sand piles, which may 
thus he made to yield a revenue. 

Some of the most extensive and 
mobile sand dunes in the United 
States, however, are found in the 
West, and it is the ambition of the Bu¬ 
reau of Forestry to cover these with 
permanent forest growths. Along the 
Columbia river, in -Washington, the 
sand Is very light in character, owing 
to the large proportion of mica it con¬ 
tains, and consequently Is easily blown 
about by the winds. In u portion of 
the lower Columbia river valley great 
orchards have been actualy ingulfed 
with the shifting sands, and the rail¬ 
roads have experienced great dlffl- 
oulty in maintaining their tracks in 
this district In passable condition. In 
order to make a practical test as to 
the best method of treating these 
dunes, a strip of land on the Columbia 
river between Willow creek and the 
John Day river lias been set aside by 
the government for extensive experi¬ 
ments based on ill" work done by Mas¬ 
sachusetts, referred to above. In the 
East tree-planting plans for owners of 
sandy tracts are being prepared, thus 
extending the scope of the practical co 
operation beguti liy the Bureau of For¬ 
estry. 


HAVE NO VALUE ON SHIPS. 


Lightning Rolls Do Not Protect Vessel* 
from the Electric Fluid. 


Several European shipping periodi¬ 
cals arc advocating the use of light¬ 
ning roils on ships which convey explo¬ 
sive compounds. One of these papers 
notes that on a recent voyage the fore¬ 
mast of the I tnhria was struck by 
lightning, which shattered it to bits. 
The writer of tlie article stated that 
“if the ship had been fitted with light¬ 
ning conductors tlie current would 
have been deflected from the ship.” 

The value of lightning rods for ships 
was investigated l>y Captain Folger, of 
Nantucket, Mass., a brother-in-law of 
Benjamin Franklin, the Inventor of 
(he types of lightning rods in common 


i 


use the world over until n few years 
ago. After Folger, many other Ameri¬ 
can and British shipmasters studied 
tlie lightning roil question, with the 
final result that thousands of experi¬ 
ments with masts titled with lightning 
rods adduced the belief that they are 
of no value in warding off lightning. 

As a matter of fact, abundant evi¬ 
dence exists in the archives of Amer¬ 
ican, British and French scientific so¬ 
cieties that thousands of ships pro¬ 
vided with lightning rods were struck 
by lightning. Time was when naval 
and army magazines were fitted with 
lightning rods. That practice ended 
years ago. It is only among believers 
in tlie efficacy of plasters for the hack 
and side, blood purifiers, divining rods, 
and fortune tellers that confidence in 
lightning roils exists. Syren and Sliip- 
plng.

Tlie massing of three-score or more 
varied shops under one roof demands 
an efficient staff of department heads, 
or “buyers.” The worth of a buyer is 
measured by the amount of net proilt 
he can show at the end of the year. 
He must be oil the alert to seize op¬ 
portunities for acquiring desirable 
stocks at low prices—the bankruptcy 
of a manufacturer or a hig merchant 
is one of tliees opportunities; ho must 
be able to forecast the future tastes 
and demands of ttie shopping army; 
he must know when to plunge, buying, 
ten, twenty, or thirty thousand dollars’ 
worth of goods in a single order; he 
must know when to push and when to 
mark down certain stocks, and all tlie 
time he must keep his weather eye on 
the doings of buyers in rival stores. 
If he carries a line of foreign goods, 
he makes a yearly trip abroad to buy 
directly from the makers, whether it 
he Parisian gowns, German toys, or 
Persian rugs. The toy buyer goes 
to the Continent, in January, to order 
his next Christmas stock. The suc¬ 
cessful buyer is master of his depart¬ 
ment, and lie usually commands n high 
salary, sometimes as high as twenty 
or thirty thousand dollars a year, al¬ 
though four-figure salaries are the rule. 
Every night, at the close of business, 
the salespeople give the amounts of 
their total sales to their buyers, who, 
in turn, foot up tlieir department to¬ 
tals. The buyers then report to the 
general manager, who compares the 
day's sales with the business the year 
before. Marked variations are made 
the subject of inquiry. Every night, 
when llie general manager leaves the 
store, he knows to a cent the day’s re 
ceipts, how they compare with the pro 
vious year, and, if they vary from the 
normal, the reason therefor. Success.

SPECIALIST IN STEALING 

Iturky Whose ttuly Weakness Wns N ol 
Chickens tint Wheelbarrows. 

"One of the most remarkable cases 
of specialism in thievery came under 
my observation recently,” said the po¬ 
liceman to a New Orleans Times Deni 
ocrat reporter, "and while 1 have for 
a long lime understood that thieves 
specialize their business just as other 
men do, l was not prepared for the 
ease in question. Some men steal 
watches, some steal lials, some over¬ 
coats, and so mi. and, as a rule, a thief 
who lias the habit of stealing one par¬ 
ticular kind of tilings lias but little 
respect for the men who devote their 
time ami talent to some other kind of 
thievery. 

"1 once heard a hat thief remark 
that any man who would steal another 
man’s watch or his overcoat was sim¬ 
ply too mean for anything and ought 
to be sent tip for life. That’s the way 
the specialist in thievery feels about 
the matter, and yet the man in ques¬ 
tion, I suppose, hud stolen during ills 
career as a 'hall visitor' as many as a 
thousand lints. But I was thinking of 
a recent ease of specialism. It was 
that of a negro who would steal noth 
inti hut ladders and wheelbarrows.

The thorough 
cooking to which poultry is subjected 
renders rather remote the possible dan¬ 
ger of human infection by ingestion. 
Careful observation to determine if 
'newly hatched chicks suffer from tu 
bereulosis will throw light on the ques¬ 
tion of tubercle bacilli in eggs.” 

1 Owing to the fact that tuberculosis 
in fowls seldom kills a sufficient num¬ 
ber of birds at one time to ex ite fear, 
its existence in a flock has conic to lie 
regarded as a matter of course, and 
lias attracted little attention from the 
owners. Under the conditions contain¬ 
ing in the poultry Industry in ('altlor- 
nin, Dr. Ward says tlial all the indi- 
Dduals of an infected Hock must he 
regarded as possible sources of danger 
to healthy birds. Taking ndviuilngc of 
the experience in the control of tuber¬ 
culosis in entile, lie says that it will 
he easy to raise a flock of healthy 
chickens, provided they are kept con¬ 
stantly from contact with diseased 
birds or from luinl recently contami¬ 
nated with tuberculosis fowls. Since 
tlie life of a fowl is so short, lie pro- 
diets that such a procedure would re¬ 
sult in the eradication of Llie disease in 
three or four years. San Francisco 
Chronicle.

Prior to President Roosevelt there have been four Vice Presi¬ 
dents elevated to the presidential chair by the demise of Its Incumbent's, th« 
four being John Tyler, Millard Filltnore, Andrew Johnson and ('hosier V 
Arthur. 

Mr. Tyler wns elected Vico President In 1840 on the celebrated “Tippe¬ 
canoe and Tyler too" ticket and became President within little more tn.in 
a month after the Inauguration of General W illiam llenry Harrison, who 
died In April. 1841. 

The Whigs again name into power with the elections of 1848, General 
Zachary Taylor, of Indian and Mexican war fume, being elected .Vice I’:vsi 
(lent. In July, 1850, President Taylor died, and Vice President Fillmore 
wns at once sworn into office, forming a new cabinet, with Daniel Websler 
ns Secretary of State. 

The third accidental President was Andrew Johnson, who attained e 
presidency in 1805 when Hie assassin's bullet killed Abraham Lincoln. I’c i- 
dent Johnson's (enure of office was marked l»,v a succession of disputes be¬ 
tween tlie Chief Executive and foil gross, the apex of dissension 1 g 
reached when lie was Impeached fnr llie removal from office of Seerelar; if 
War Stanton, etc. The break between the President and Congress hinged 
on the method to lie followed in reconstructing the American Union.

dent of the United States Sept. 20, 1881, the day after Mr. Garfield ditsl at 
Elberon, N. J., victim of Guilcau’s pistol.

B«cr*t Is In the mending of the Dif¬ 
ferent Varieties of Cocos. 

"A good many people often wonder 
what the difference is between cocoa 
and chocolate, but it is simply that co- 
1 coa is chocolate with the oil extract¬ 
ed,” I am told by the vice president of 
a large cocoa and chocolate manufac¬ 
turing concern, says a writer In the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

“'This amounts to considerable, for 
one-lialf of the cocoa bean is composed 
of cocoa butter. The sweet chocolate 
used on candies-and so forth is a mix¬ 
ture of cocoa butter, chocolate and 
sugar, and it is the cocoa butter that 
I gives it its tine gloss. There are sev¬ 
eral processes for manufacturing the 
cocoa for drinking purposes, but that 
most generally followed is what is cull¬ 
ed the ‘pressure method.’ In this it is 
placed in small canvas bags, and these 
are then placed in a machine, where 
they are subjected to a pressure of 
about seventy tons, which squeezes 
every vestige ol’ oil from the cocou 
and leaves only a dry, extremely brit¬ 
tle cake, to be subsequently ground 
tine and packed in tin cans. When 
chocolate for eating purposes Is manu¬ 
factured. the cocoa is mixed with the 
Havering compounds anil sugar iu the 
‘mixing machine - and then rolled out iu 
sheets between huge rollers, making it 
solid and linn. 

"Tile secret of making good choco¬ 
late and cocoa is iu the blending. One 
particular kind of cocoa bean is not 
apt to produce good chocolate or cocoa. 
It must he blended with other vnrie 
ties to secure tile desired flavor, some¬ 
times a half dozen or more different 
kinds of cocou extract being mixed to¬ 
gether for this purpose. Every manu¬ 
facturer lias his own method of blend¬ 
ing. and guards the secret carefully. 
Different blends are also subjected to 
differing treatments. Thus one manu¬ 
facturer may finish his blend or store 
it in a cold room, while another will 
do the same tiling with it in a hot 
room, and each contends that the re¬ 
sults he achieves are the best, very 
naturally.”

It grows wild and is gathered 
by the natives in Papantia and Mis- 
cantin, Mexico. When brought from 
the forests these beans are sold at tbe 
rate of $12 per one thousand, hut 
when dried and cured they cost about 
$12 per pound. They are mainly used 
by druggists, and last year over ninety 
million were imported into the United 
States. 

Among all the birds of this section 
the hawk and parrot come tin* nearest 
to using their feet like hands. Wading 
birds and scratching birds develop a 
very large foot.

After 
the hole is filled up, except one tiny 
place at the top, the last ant crawls 
iri and with her head pushes sand up 
against the hole from the inside, thus 
stopping it up entirely.

The Theatrical Super Trust. 

The “super’s” salary ranges all the 
way from twenty-five cents to a dollar 
a performance, but is generally about 
three dollars and fifty cents a week. 
His chance of promotion was former¬ 
ly rare, though of late years a man 
with talent stands a very fair show 
of climbing. There are several well- 
known actors who began as supers and 
they are always. pointed out by the 
rest of tbe profession (super) as shin¬ 
ing examples, but for everyone who 
succeeds, hundreds fail. 

In olden times it was the custom in 
heavy productions to have six or eight 
men represent a vast concourse of peo¬ 
ple; then they gradually increased tlie 
number until sometimes a hundred 
were used at one time. It was at this 
period that the “super” entered tlie 
dramatic field. It was then that the 
“ads” in the papers for “supers” be¬ 
gan to make their appearance, and 
nothing in the “Help Wanted” column 
was so well responded to. A call for 
fifteen men invariably brought a hun¬ 
dred and fifty, in all stages of dilapi¬ 
dation. 

When a manager needs “supers” 
nowadays he simply goes to tlie ’phone 
and calls up tlie agency handling them, 
states how many and what kind he 
wants, and the agency fills his order. 

For example, suppose the manager 
of a large production requires: 

“Two old men with full beards, six 
middle-aged Frenchmen, one Japanese 
with long drooping mustache, twenty 
well-built young man.” He rings up 
the extra people’s bureau and gives 
these items; and tlie agency, after se¬ 
lecting as many as they have on their 
books, sends out trained assistants to 
procure tlie rest.- Leslie’s Monthly.

Bui 
the man who buys ttie pictures to stack them in his cel¬ 
lars has passed from the dignity of the connoisseur. It 


Is the same with prints and Jewels. These things are val- 
unble; but they must needs be rendered infinitely costly 
and deadly uninteresting by the collector. The cult of first 
editions Is a commercial matter in which the credulity and 
folly of the collector make the market price. It is not 
sentiment that moves the collector of these things, for he 
will exchange or sell his boasted Dickenses or Scotts for 
other volumes by other authors which he considers more 
precious. lie is actuated wholly by this abominable mania. 
Dealers know it and grin In their sleeves, so to speak, and 
batten on him until they, too. become infected by the dis¬ 
ease, and so the madness goes round. 

The science of collecting is a colossal monument to the 
folly of human nature. It is a well known fact that col¬ 
lecting dulls the moral facilities. I have known philatelists 
play the most abominable tricks in what is known as 
“swaps;” and it is notorious that you cannot trust a china 
ornament to a china maniac. But the craze for china is 
mc^re or less decent in comparison with more unworthy 
manias, such as that developed by tobacco manufacturers 
in stimulating the collection of gaudy cigarette pictures 
and demoralizing the youth of the land. It Is a pity some 
one will not collect collectors—and dispose of them. 


UNCONSCIOUS ASSIMILATION AND PLAGIARISM.

" ' 1 When two decades and more ago a Chicago 

Kj clergyman pleaded unconscious assimilation as 
HI an answer to an allegation of plagiarism the 
jr.l plea was sneered at as involving an iinpossibll- 
uy ity. Unconscious assimilation, however, is an 
W ordinary mental process. Culture makes ordi- 

JL nary mental processes automatic in like manner 

as training does walking. For this reason in 
ordinary life, as well as to a less extent in idiocy 
and Insanity, much is unconsciously assimilated by the 
mind that remains without direct association with the 
daily life of the assimilator. 

Conan Doyle has been charged by a St. Louis news¬ 
paper correspondent with plagiarism from Toe’s ‘Gold 
Bug.” The allegation is not supported by the citations, 
which simply show a similarity in thought and expression 
likely to occur to cryptographers. Similarities, however, 
exist between Conan Doyle and Walter Scott and between 
Conan Doyle and Toe which do not admit of this explana¬ 
tion. The smuggler scenes in "Micah Clark” and “Guy 
Mnnnering" are so nearly alike as to suggest the influence 
of Scott on Doyle. The mercenary warrior Saxon of 
"Micah Clark,” moreover, is an undeniable replica of 
Dugald Dalgetty of “A Legend of Montrose.” In his case, 
and particularly in the case of the smugglers, unconscious 
assimilation is out of the question, since tlie surroundings 
of Saxon and the smugglers are altered and the phrase¬ 
ology is likewise. This shows deliberation inconsistent 
with unconscious assimilation, more especially as Doyle 
has repudiated Scott's Influence upon him. Such deliber¬ 
ation Is still more evident in the Instance of Toe’s "Pur 
loined Letter” and Doyle’s “Scandal in Bohemia.” These 
tales, identical In plot and incident, vary only In the fact 
that Toe's woman, attacked by a diplomat with a com¬ 
promising letter, becomes Doyle’s king attacked by an 
actress with a compromising photograph. The methods 
of Toe’s Dupln and Doyle's Slierjock Holmes are identical 
The memory of Wycherley, the dramatist, in his later years, 
was so enfeebled by illness ns to play him strange tricks. 
11c would read himself to sleep with Montaigne, Uoehefou 
cald, nnd Racine. Next morning the thoughts of these 
authors would be written down, with entire unconscious¬ 
ness as original. At other times Wycherley would repeat 
word for word ns new his previous compositions. Since 
Doyle lias repudiated the influence of Scott and Toe they 1 
cannot be employed to explain his similarities to these 
authors, which are much greater than those that Master in 
Chancery Sherman detected between “Cyrano de Bergerac” 
and the “Merchant Trince of Cornville.” Both Rostand’s 
production and the Merchant Trince, however, are based 
on the career of the historic Cyrano de Bergerac, from 
whose “Voyage to the Moon” Swift drew much of the satire 
of “Gulliver’s Travels."

JUDICIAL DECISIONS. 

A proviso for paid-up iterance, in 
a statute governing the adjustment of 
claims upon policies forfeited for non¬ 
payment of premiums, is held, in Nich¬ 
ols vs. Mutual Life Ins. Co. (Mo.), 02 
L. R. A. 657, not to mean paid-up tem¬ 
porary insurance for the full amount 
of the policy. 

The fall of a building because of an 
explosion in a burning building in the 
vicinity is held in Hustace vs. Phoenix 
Ins. Co. (N. Y.), 62 L. It. A. 651, not to 
be within the protection of a policy in¬ 
suring against direct loss or damage 
by fire, where the policy also provides 
that the insurer shall not be liable for 
loss caused directly or indirectly by 
explosion of any kind. 

The relation of master and servant 
is held, in Tompkins vs. Pacific Mutual 
Life Insurance Company (W. Va.), 62 
L. R. A. 480, to exist between an in¬ 
surance company and its medical ad¬ 
viser in making an examination of an 
injured person holding an accident pol¬ 
icy issued by the company, and the 
company is held to be answerable for 
injuries resulting from the negligence 
or misconduct of its agent in making 
the examination. 

Until the close of the husband’s 
curtesy estate, possession of land 
owned by husband and wife in joint 
tenancy by a purchaser under an exec¬ 
utory contract of the husband alone 
followed by a deed at the wife's death 
purporting to convey in fee tlie whole 
tract, is held, in McNeeley vs. South 
Penn Oil Co. (Va.), 62 I.. It. A. 562, 
not to be adverse to the wife's he rs, 
so as to start the running of the stat¬ 
ute of limitations, to whom, by statute, 
t lie wife’s moiety descends, subject to 
the curtesy estate. 

Failure to comply with tlie require¬ 
ment for immediate notice of the death 
of one insured against accident, and 
for proofs of death within two months, 
is held, in Munz vs. Standard L nnd 
A. Insurance Company (Utah), 62 L. It. 
A. 485, not to absolve the insurer from 
liability on the policy, where the ben¬ 
eficiary, who resides some distance 
from the place of the accident, does 
not learn of it or of the policy until 
more than the required time lias 
elapsed, if the requirements are com¬ 
plied willi within a reasonable time 
after the facts are asertained. 

The non-payment of a note for part 
of the first premium on an insurar -c j 
policy made payable to the order of 
tlie agent, who reported the premium 
[mid and the policy delivered, is held, 
in Union Life Insurance Company vs. 
Parker (Neb.), 62 L. it. A. 300, not to 
entitle the company to deny liability ' 
on the policy, which provided for its ! 
suspension during default on any note 
given for premiums, where (he agent’s] 
contract entitles him to the whole of 
tlie first premium as his commission, 
and lie was charged with the amount 
thereof and sold the note, and the in¬ 
sured died after its maturity without 
having paid it, after which the com¬ 
pany bought it from the agent's in- 
dorsee.

BISMARCK’S BITTERNESS. 


Story of Resignation a Strange Mixture 

of Eloquence and Loquaciousness. 

After describing his estate, the 
Prince began speaking Knglish—“so 
that that fellow,” pointing to the 
coachman, “may not understand us”— 
and surprised me by his fluency, his 
command of idiomatic expressions, and 
his very slight accent. lie began with 
these words, “Since I have been kicked 
out of office,” which so astonished me 
that I begged pardon for Interrupting 
him and said: “Prince, that is an Amer¬ 
icanism: where did you pick it up?” 
He answered that he did not remember 
where, but the expression fitted his 
case exactly, for the manner of his dis¬ 
missal was but the equivalent of an 
application of tlie toe of a boot. He 
then proceeded to tell the story of his 
forced resignation. 

Such a rapid flow of keen wit, of 
cutting sarcasm and bitter denuncia¬ 
tion as followed for half an hour I 
had never heard before and never 
heard again. It was a strange mix¬ 
ture of eloquence and loquaciousness. 
Bismarck’s voice seemed not as deep 
and strong as his stature led one to 
expect, but it bad a pleasant sound. 
A most Intense sense of the wrong and 
ingratitude he claimed to have suf¬ 
fered made itself manifest. As an ex¬ 
ample of liis unjust treatment, lie re¬ 
counted what he had done to unify 
the nation and to aggrandize the llo- 
henzollern dynasty. There was not 
only an unhesitating assertion of his 
own deserts as the founder of the Ger¬ 
man empire, but an almost sneering 
and even contemptuous depreciation of 
other performers in the historic drama 
of his time, including even the old 
Emperor William, the unfortunate Em¬ 
peror Frederick and the Empresses Au¬ 
gusta and Frederick. His language be¬ 
came a perfect diatribe when he re¬ 
ferred to the present Emperor and 
some of his ministers, whom he held 
responsible for his removal. Ilis ex¬ 
pressions regarding them were not only 
amazing but embarrassing to me, as 
I had close social relations with many 
of the ministerial objects of his scorn. 
“Some of those rogues I picked out 
of the very gutter,” he once said. For¬ 
tunately, he did not stop for any word 
of assent, but went right on until his 
pent-up wrath was expended. As he 
remarked, when it was all spent: 

“It was quite a relief to me to have 
this opportunity to speak without re¬ 
straint to a gentleman who, I am sure, 
will honor my confidence.” 

Even were it rut for this restriction, 
some of the sayings I heard and noted 
down at the time were so extraordi¬ 
nary that, if they were repeated, their 
reality would probably he doubted, 
and certainly the lose majesty they 
involved would render it unsafe for 
me to venture again on German soil.— 
Century.
